The act establishing a Bureau 
of Mines in the Department of 
the Interior, approved May 10, 
1(110, become effective July L 

The hureau of mines includes 
the mine accidents and fuel in 
vestiixatioiis for which an appro- 
priation of 1410,000 was made by 
Congress. 

In all, 1810,000 was appropri- 
ated for mine accident investiga- 
tions. Of this sum under the 
genera] plans approved by the 
SMfretary of the Interior, ♦1*20, 
000 il to be spent on tbt rescue 
st. Hons, |8fi,000 for t)OQ«lftf 
nine stations; $34,000 for equip 
phi- Bight uew stations; and 
|l0,000 for additional equipment 
of five existing stations. The 
allot menl for the investigation 
of explosives is $40,000; tor elec- 
tricity in mining, ♦ 14,000; ap- 
pliances for preventing mine ac- 
cident", $8,000; examination and 
codification of mining laws, $5, 
000; and other technological in- 
vestigations, ore treatment, etc., 
$10,000. For the analyzing and 
testing of coals, liguites, ores 
an 1 other mineral fuel «ubstan- 
ces belonging to or for the use of 
the United 8tateg, $100,000 waa 
appropriated. Of this amount 
$80,000 will be spent in the 
chemical aud physical invest- 
igation of fuels; $25,000 in 
the inspection of government 
fuel purchase ; $5,000 in lignite 
and peat investigations; and $4,- 
000 in briquetting investigations. 

The mine accident investiga 
tious whicti have been transferr 
ed from the Geological Survey 
to the bureau of mines were first 
authorized by the legislative ap- 
propriation act of May 22, 1908, 
carrying for the purpose an ap- 
propriation of $150,000. This 
was followed by a similar appro- 
priation carried in the act for 
the Sundry civil expenses of 'he 
government for 1910. A mine 
experiment station was est&b 
lished in Pittsburg during 1908, 
at which, since that time, i lives 
tigation of explosives, coal gas, 
dust, electricity and other possi- 
ble causes of mine explosions 
have been continually under 
way. The i mining engineering 
field force of the Geological Sur- 
vey has already made decided 
progress in the study of under- 
ground raining conditions and 
methods. Practically all of the 
coal miues in which mine explo 
sious have occurred during the 
last two years have beeu careful
